The Advisory Action fiist errs in its characterization of claim 1 . Claim 1 identifies a part which has lost 
first material "from a metallic substrate..." Hass et al. identifies applying a coating to a substrate 320. 
The Advisory Action asserts "Hass et al. al. [sic] may teach [a] metallic coating, but mettalic [sic] 
coating [is] also a metallic substrate." As best can be understood, this vitiates the term substrate. 

Claim 1 identifies modulating. Various dependent claims identify more detailed aspects of the 
modulation. The prior Office action had cited a passage of Hass et al. which identified "a periodically 
alternating voltage..." The Advisory Action makes two errors. First it repeats the misreading of 
"alternating" as "altering". Second, it then bootstraps this into modulating. The reference to periodically 
alternating voltage does not imply modulation, generally, and the particular modulation of dependent 
claims.
